HUD for Job in

Cabinet Member 
Says He Will Work 
In Public Service 


W A S H I N G T O N (AP) - 


George Romney says he's quit 
ting as secretary of housing 
and urban development as soon 
as he cleans up some last-min 
ute assignments from Presiden 
Nixon. 


Of Nixon's 12 original Cabine 


appointees, eight have alreadv 
quit, although some have taken 
other roles in the adminis- 
tration. 


With 
Romney's departure 


only Secretary of State William 
P. Rogers, Defense Secretary 
Melvin 
Laird 
and 
Trans- 


portation Secretary John A 
Volpe will remain of the origi 
•nal Nixon Cabinet. 


He decided to leave the gov 


ernment several months ago 
Romney said Friday, but Nixon 
asked him to stay on. 


Romney, a former Michigan 


governor and auto company ex 
ecutive, met with Nixon to dis- 
cuss HUD's efforts to find hous- 
ing for flood victims in Penn- 
sylvania. He told a news con- 
ference later he also brought 
up his desire to leave the Cabi- 
net. 


Private Capacity 


"I discussed with the Presi- 


dent months ago my desire to 
devote myself in the years just 
ahead in a private capacity 
rather than a public capacity," 
he said. "The President asked 
me to stay on and deal with the 
problems of housing and the 
cities. I have done so. 


"He has asked me to help se- 
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cure the federal leadership re- 
quired to mount an effective ef- 
fort in Luzerne County, Pa. 
have agreed to do that." 


Romney said he recommend- 


ed that Nixon appoint a federal 
disaster director to supervise 
relief efforts in Luzerne County 
and other areas hard-hit by 
Tropical 
Storm 
Agnes this 


year. He said Nixon agreed to 
do so and asked him to help 
find the right man. 


Romney gave no indication of 


when he planned to leave the 
administration or what type of 
job he is considering. He said 
only that the job under consid- 
eration is a public-service role 
in the private sector, 


No Specifics 


Romney indicated 
he and 


Nixon had had some policy dif 
ferences but said he felt his 
personal relationship with the 
President had not deteriorated. 
He said he planned to cam- 
paign for Nixon's re-election. 


The HUD secretary also said 


Nixon was not unhappy about 
statements Romney made in a 
verbal exchange with Pennsyl- 
vania Gov. Milton Shapp ear- 
lier this week. The two men 
clashed over how much aid the 
federal government should pro- 
vide to Pennsylvania flood vic- 
t'ms 
and 
Romney accused 


Shapp, a Democrat, of using 
the disaster for political pur- 
poses. 


The Boston Globe said today 


that Romney's decision to leave 
was prompted by a "coldly for- 
mal" memorandum from the 
President Monday ordering him 
to take personal charge of dis- 
aster relief in Pennsylvania. 


The Globe said the memo- 


randum was signed by Nixon 
without "including any 
soft- 


ening touch, such as 'best re- 
gards'." 


The newspaper said it began: 


"Memorandum 
for Secretary 


Romney: Reports have come to 
my attention indicating that re- 
lief assistance efforts for vic- 
tims of tropical storm Agnes 
are not progressing at a satis- 
factory rate 
in the

The Globe said the memo-

WAUKESHA, Wis. (AP) - 


Mrs. 
Harold Williams of Wau- 


kesha promises a fight to the 
death in order to keep her five 
natural children, who Illinois 
officials want returned to their 
foster parents. 


"They'll have to take them 


over my dead body," the 41- 
year-old mother, who suffers 
from multiple sclerosis, said. 
"I won't let them go. 


"What can they do to me 


they haven't done before?" she 
asked. "All they can do is shoot 
me." 


The children, ranging in age 


from 6 to 14, have lived with 
Mr. and Mrs. Irwn Gerhardt of 
Hazel Crest, III, since IMS. Il- 


linois officials say they were 
permitted a five-day visit with 
their mother, but were sup- 
posed to have been returned 
Aug. 4. 


Mrs. 
Eloise Young, a super- 


visor with the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Children and Family 
Service, said letters exchanged 
between Mrs. Williams and the 
agency show an agreement on 
the limit of the visit. 


She questioned the ability of 


Mrs. Williams and 
her 57- 


year-old second husband, mar- 
ried since last year, to provide 
for the children. Mrs, Williams 
received 
disability 
welf are 


payments and Williams receives 
a military pension for the 


disabled. 


The isssue is "where do the 


best interests of the children lie 
and in their growth and devel- 
opment," Miss Young said. 


Mrs. 
Williams said the Wau- 


kesha County Social Services 
Department has denied her ap- 
plication to receive Aid for De- 
pendent Children because of the 
"legal limbo" of the situation. 


"We'll survive," she insisted. 


"They'll get three squares a 
day, 
though sometimes it may 


be peanut butter and jelly sand- 
wiches 
for 
lunch." 
Miss 


Young said Mrs. Williams could 
have petitioned in court for 
the return of her children, and a 
public defender would have 


been supplied. 


"That has never been done, 


or we would have acted upon 
it," she said. 


But Mrs. Williams said she 


had 
made unsuccessful at- 


tempts through a Legal Aid 
Society attorney to get a peti- 
tion before an Illinois court. 


"I'll fight all the way to the 


Supreme Court," she said. 


All of the children said they 


had made few friends in Hazel 
Crest. 


"I love them as much as if 


they were my own children," 
their foster mother, Mrs. Oer- 
hardt, said. "But whatever hap- 
pens, I just want them to bt 
happy, that's all."

A re-evaluation of the Outa- 


gamie County Health Center's 
alcoholism treatment program 
has led to the creation of 
what is hoped will be a "truly 
therapeutic and treatment- 
oriented" seven-week plan of 
rebabilitation. 


Eugene Speener, health cen- 


ter superintendent, said this 
week that the new program 
would deal with the whole 
person. 


Before, he said, the com- 


munity and the family, as 
well as occupational thera- 
pists a n d social workers, 
played no really large parts in 
the treatment of alcoholics. 
They will now — and ap- 
proach the individual from 
their respective angles. 


The patients were getting 


good treatment in the old 
arrangement, he emphasized, 
but the staff was available on 
a limited basis. 


Now, besides staff, a closer 


working relationship is being 
arranged with local hospitals, 
law enforcement personnel 
and the courts, social service 
agencies, educational institu- 
tions and industry to aid in 
•the A-unit in-patient alcohol- 
ism treatment program. 


More Accessible 


Community-based agencies 


or traditional care 
givers 


can't be overlooked in dealing 
with alcoholics, A-unit staff 
members agree. 


"Now we'll be more avail- 


able, more a c c e s s i b l e , " 
Speener said. 


More available, more ac- 


cessible, however, after all 
o t h e r community-based al- 
ternatives are exhausted. The 
A-unit is the last step in the 
treatment cycle. 


"The individual who comes 


to us has not been successful 
in other treatment areas," 
said Earl Lorenz, coordinator 
of the new program. 


"A last-ditch attempt to 


rehabilitate," Speener called 
the plan. 


But state law makes admis- 


sion difficult. Every inebriate, 
even those voluntarily seeking 
treatment, m u s t be com- 
mitted, t h e superintendent 
said, paraphrasing what he 
called that "strange law." 


"There has to be a commit- 


tal," he said. "We can't take 
anyone without it." 


And that necessitates 
a 


court hearing and bringing the 
matter before the public -• 
the point at which alcoholics 
often d-aw the line. They 
don't want others to know — 
through the courts — of their 
affliction 
or they see the 


judicial procedure as a dis- 
couragingly complex tangle of 
red tape — too much to wade 
through to obtain the treat- 
ment they need — and their 
plans for rehabilitation are 
quickly cast aside. 


But once that court order 


for committal has been hand- 
ed down, admission moves 
more smoothly. 


An A-unit intake worker, 


Mrs. Marie Loveall, will aid 
in preadmission court work 
and provide the initial contact 
between prospective patient 
and health center. 


Current medical records, a 


medical history, recent chest 
X ray and initial social his- 
tory must accompany persons 
upon admission. 


The new program is not a 


bed of roses. 


Not Too Comfortable 


In the old alcoholic rehabili- 


tation 
unit at the health 


center, some people actually 
were becoming too comfort- 
able, S p e e n e r said. They 
looked on the center as a 
boarding house. 


That has changed. The A- 


unit contract, which each pa- 
tient signs, indicates that in 
the first paragraph: 


"You are here because you 


want to stop using alcohol. 
This is not a place to dry out. 
You are not here to have a 
vacation." 


It continues: "Entering the 


unit means that all your 
behavior and values will be 
questioned and examined... 


"You will be very uncom- 


fortable here. . .You will be 
expected to struggle to tell 
the truth and hear the truth, 
and you will discover that the 
truth is not always easy to 
find and is often not pleasing 
when you find it." 


For those reasons, group 


unity, support and protection 


are stressed. It is not a 
misery-loves-company type of 
thing, but a united-we-stand, 
divided-we-fall concept. 


Programs Explained 


During the first week, the 


various programs of the A- 
unit and those it utilizes in the 
rest of the health center are 
explained and short- and long- 
range goals are determined in 
discussions with staff mem- 
bers. 


But it's up to the individual 


to determine if he wants to be 
involved, Speener said, add- 
ing, 
"They have to want 


treatment." 


If they don't take to the 


plan, the alcoholics may be 
placed in some other program 
at the center to participate in 
other services they may need. 
"We don't reject or throw 
anyone out because he doesn't 
want to play," Speener added. 


The seven-week period was 


chosen because experience in 
the old setup showed that 
approximately 50 days was 
the minimum amount of time 
needed to accomplish^planned 
objectives. 


Variety of Programs 


During the next six weeks, 


patients are involved in one-to- 
one and group psychotherapy, 
didactic, family group and 
occupational t h e r a p y pro- 
grams, recreational activity 
and industrial therapy assign- 
ments within the health cen- 
ter. 


Mrs. 
Betty Forster will 


direct occupational therapy 
programs "so they're not 
lying in bed. We'll get them to 
use their free time construc- 
tively, creatively." 


Alcoholics Anonymous ori- 


entation is a mandatory part 
of the A-unit program, but 
participation in AA itself is 
optional.

Alcoholism and Treatment 


SUPPLIES MONTREAL 700 MILES AWAY 


One of the progressive enactments 


of the state legislature before its ad- 
journment earlier this summer was an 
act requiring the inclusion in group 
accident and sickness insurance policies 
of non-profit service plans of hospital 
treatment of alcoholics. 


To the credit of the insurance trades, 


there was no significant resistance to 
the proposal brought in with the sup- 
port of a number of voluntary service 
associations, spurred by the proposal of 


a Legislative Council interim study. 


Here is a worthy and 
fruitful 


declaration by the legislature that al- 
coholism is, indeed, a disease as so often 
asserted by qualified scientists but un- 
fortunately not yet altogether accepted 
by the public. In this act there is also a 
realistic acceptance of the probability 
that in many instances alcoholism can- 
not be treated without hospitalization 
and that hospitalization may be beyond 
the means of many of its ordinary vic- 
tims. 


Qu/ef Hours and Campus Living 


The father of a former student at 


Vassar College, now studying at 
Wellesley so obviously not inferior 
academically, has collected $2,100, 
about one year's tuition from Vassar. 
The payment came in an out of court 
settlement after the man started suit for 
a million dollars. His claim was that his 
daughter's former roommate's all-night 
marijuana parties were to blame for his 
daughter's flunking out. 


Vassar has pointed out that the 


payment was made with no acknowl- 
edgment of wrongdoing on the college's 
part and only because it was cheaper 
than to go through court proceedings. 


That well may be. But the incident 


points up what has become an increas- 
ing problem on many campuses today - 
the maintenance of enough order and 
quiet at certain times of the day and 
night so that serious students are not 
handicapped when they try to study in 
their rooms. 


It used to be that most universities 


set quiet hours and enforced them with 
little problem. But with the demands of 
recent years for a form of autonomy for 
students and self-government, college 
authorities have often taken a hands-off 
attitude. With admissions policies 
trending toward the open variety and 
especially when going to the university 
was popular from a financial and an 
avoid-the-draft point of view, the 


number of less than serious students in 
the dormitories increased. For all their 
proclamations of maturity, a great 
many of those at the university level 
were reluctant to legislate regulations 
for their "peer" group or enforce the 
rules they did make. 


Ideally young people attending any 


institution of higher learning should be 
qualified to make their own living 
regulations and see that they are 
adhered to. It has come as something of 
a blow to some young people to find out 
that some regulation seems to be nec- 
essary. Residents at some of the 
currently popular communes have left 
in a huff because rules were adopted. If 
every man, woman and child were per- 
fect and highly sensitive and aware of 
his needs and those of others, rules 
probably would not be needed. But 
society has a long way to go for this 
nirvana, and organized religious groups 
may be right when they doubt the per- 
fectability of man on this planet. 


Unless students are able to take 


adequate responsibility for their gover- 
nance, university authorities may once 
again have to step in. It isn't just a. 
matter of illegal activities such as 
smoking pot but of alcohol, stereos, 
radios and any conditions at specific 
times that make studying difficult. If the 
dormitories once more become a haven 
for the student they may regain their 
sarlier popularity. 


The Philippines and Statehood 


Several months ago a handful of 


Filipinos began campaigning to make 
the Philippines the 51st state in the 
United States. 


Not many really take the movement 


seriously. Perhaps before or even im- 
mediately after World War II such a 
possibility might have been considered 
in both Manila and Washington. We had- 
occupied the islands since the Spanish 
American War in 1898. In spite of some 
nationalism, it was generally'conceded 
that such colonialism was right and 
proper. After the camaraderie of the 
struggle against the Japanese - a 
camaradie that was both real and con- 
trived -there could have been an emo- 
tional surge toward statehood as an 
alternative to independence. 


But in the subsequent years, rela- 


tions between Americans and Filipinos 
have deteriorated. This has been 
especially true since the buildup in 
Vietnam, doubts at high levels about the 
consequences of the Indochina war for 
Asia, concern first about American 
friendship with the Japanese and the 
anti-Peking rigidity in Washington, 
later with the relaxed attitude toward 


- the mainland Chinese. Personal rela- 
tions between the thousands of 
Americans stationed in the Philippines 
and the Filipinos were not very good. 
There was contempt and arrogance on 
the one side, resentment and envy on 
the other. 


However, the very fact that a pro- 


statehood group organized at all says 
something about the Filipino's attitude 
toward his own government -and that 


government's failure so far to meet the 
desires and even the needs of the people. 
There has been continued inflation, a 
slowdown in a realistic land reform 
policy, tightened grips by the wealthy 
few upon their possessions and their 
positions. After the enthusiasm, almost 
the euphoria, of the Magsaysay period 
and the defeat of the Communist in- 
spired Huks, came the routine drudgery 
of improving economic and social con- 
ditions and the banditry of the new 
Huks. 


Those converted to pro-statehood 


seem to believe that there would be 
more economic opportunities under 
United States rule than under the 
present government in Manila. In a way 
they are right and many of the newly 
independent peoples have discovered 
there is no instant happiness with the 
end of colonial control. Responsibility 
does not always bring reforms and 
solutions, at least not right away. There 
are advantages to being a colony just as 
there actually are some advantages to 
slavery for the slaves. 


But there is practically no chance for 


statehood for the Philippines. Not of 
small importance is the complete lack of 
interest in Washington. The United 
States may not have been overextended 
into the Pacific at the time of Pearl 
Harbor and later during the Korean 
police action or in the hard to end 
conflict in Indochina. But we have been 
badly burned by our involvements in the 
Pacific and there is little enthusiasm 
about acquiring any long-term respon- 
sibility such as statehood for the Philip- 
pines would mean. 


Why Women Don't Get Ahead 


There has been considerable furor in 


the academic world about the alleged 
discrimination against women. The 
percentages of women in executive 
positions such as heads of departments 
and presidents of universities and other 
such roles are low. 


While there may indeed be choices 


made according to sex with the men in 
the favored role, much of the attitude 
undoubtedly comes from society as a 
whole, early and later training in the 
home and the way both girls and boys 
are treated in the schools. The girls, 
perhaps as a result of society's point of 


view, contribute to the inequality. 


For instance, women may decry the 


fact that in the eight years of the White 
House 
fellows 
program 
whereby 


qualified young Americans spend a year 
on the staffs of the President and 
members of his Cabinet, only 11 of the 
134 chosen were women. But this year 
alone, out of 1,500 applicants, only 150 
were female. 


Ambitious women may have to work 


hard to overcome the everyday atti- 
tudes of both men and women. But by 
now women should realize it and act 
accordingly.

Canada Building Largest 
Underground Powerhouse

Work is going ahead on an 


ambitious plan to harness the 
mighty Churchill Falls in 
Newfoundland and create the 
world's largest underground 
powerhouse with a capacity 
of more than 5 million 
kilowatts. 


Cost of the mammoth un- 


dertaking, which has been 
under way for more than five 
years, is expected to total 
close to $1 billion. 


When all 11 turbines are 


finished in 1976, Churchill 
Falls is expected to produce 
345 billion kilowatt hours of 
electricity a year, or about 10 
per cent of Canada's an- 
ticipated power consump- 
tion. 


The owner of the project is 


the 
Churchill 
Falls 


(Labrador) Corporation Ltd., 
a subsidiary of the British 
Newfoundland Corp. 


Hydro-Quebec, the provm- 


cially 
owned 
power 


monopoly, has signed a S5 
billion 65 year contract to bu'y 
nearly all the power of the 
upper falls. Depending on the 
province's 
actual 


requirements and its other 
supplies, 
it 
may 
have 


surplus power to sell to On- 
tario and the United States. 


It has been predicted that 


in summer when Canadian 
consumption falls below the 
peak heating needs of winter, 
Hydro-Quebec may have suf- 
ficient poxver to feed into 
New York to meet peaks 
there caused by air condi- 
tioning demands.

which at 245 feet is 61 feet 
higher than Niagara, will be 
"turned off." The diverted 
river will flow to the turbines 
at a minimum rate of 49,000 
cubic feet a second or 26.8 
billion gallons a day.

The Churchill River drains 


a catchment area of 35,662 
square miles, or three fourths 
the size of New York State. 


At the end of a bay upriver 


from the falls, 10 penstock- 
shafts are being bored at 
a 55 degree angle to a depth 
of 1,000 feet. The water need- 
ed to drive the turbines will 
tumble down these pen- 
stocks. 


Behind the turbines will be 


two chambers 1,000 feet long, 
80 feet wide and 120 feet high. 
One chamber has been 
designed 
to 
house 
the 


powerhouse; the other to 
allow for surges of water 
down the penstocks. 


The used water will then be 


returned to the river through 
two tailrace tunnels, each 60 
feet wide, 50 feet high and 
6,000 feet long. The whole 
project will require 40 miles of 
dikes, ranging from 5 to 50 
feet in height.

Given 
the 
governor's 


family, 
educational 
and 


professional background, not 
to mention his instincts as a 
politician, it seems curious 
that he should wait for so 
many weeks to assert in a 
written speech that he does 
not support the idea of 
legalizing prostitution, what 
is usually regarded as sexual 
deviation, some forms of drug 
use, 
and 
commercial 


gambling. 


Such propositions were 


certain to ignite hostility and 
fear. They so astounded some • 
reporters, perhaps, that they 
gave them attention beyond 
their worth. Notwithstand- 
ing, these were proposals in a 
public document, by men and 
women 
representing 
the 


state government in the per- 
son of its chief executive. 
They could not be regarded 
as mere chatter — as he now 
indicates he regards them. 


It is suggestive also that 


such far-out ideas were for- 
mally presented months ago, 
in reports willingly distribut- 
ed to the media. The authors 
wanted public attention, as 
the record abundantly shows. 


The 
observer 
on 
the 


immediate sideline is inclined 
to believe that the governor 
genuinely desired a vehicle 
for public reflection upon 
weaknesses of the prison 
system —any prison system in 
America—and for the idea of 
some modifications. The 
original response to his task 
force announcement was 
generally cordial, probably 
because of considerable sym- 
pathy. But somehow the 
project was sidetracked. Mr. 
Lucey is in the best position 
.to know the causes. 


Now, instead of some 


serious 
public 
policy 


deliberation, he has been 
forced in effect to disown the 
product and consig'n it to the 
dust of a statehouse shelf.

Kids, Dads Don't Seem to Get Along

CHILMARK, Mass. - I 


suppose I should have known 
better, but five years ago I 
bought a small sailboat, a 
Sunfish, because I thought 
my daughter would love to go 
sailing with me. In retrospect 
I now realize that this was a 
perfect case of projection; 
that is, I was trying to behave

toward my daughter the way 
I wish my father had acted 
toward me. Indeed, I even 
named the little boat the 
"Walter J." in memory of the 
old man. 


My father was a loner, and 


I think it fair to say that rais- 
ing sons was not his idea of 
how life should be spent. Im- 
portant for our purposes 
here, he was completely at 
home with the sea. In the first 
decade of this century he was 
a lifeguard at Manhattan 
Beach in Brooklyn, he was a 
magnificent long-distance 
ocean swimmer who would 
go out beyond the surf and 
swim a mile or two. I have 
even seen him, with a friend, 
take a canoe out through 
high breakers at Coney 
Island. When he flunked 
math in his senior year in 
high school, he ran away to 
sea where he remained, as a 
radioman, until he met my 
mother in the first World War 
equivalent of a USO club at 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard. 


Recalls Collier Cyclops 
His approach to the sea 


was an interesting combina- 
tion of affection and immense 
respect. On the rare oc- 
casions when we could get 
him talking (his notion of a 
quiet evening at home was to 
sit with earphones and a 
shortwave set listening to 
ships talking to each other) 
he would describe the great 
storms* of the North Atlantic 


and speculate on the strange 
fate of the collier Cyclops, 
from which he had been 
transferred just before she 
sailed off and 
vanished 


without a trace. "Never leave 
the ship till the water runs 
over your feet" was one of his 
favorite admonitions, one my 
mother 
rather 
resented 


because from her view during 
the depression the water was 
roughly knee-deep. 


He took the sea for grant- 


ed, and, equally, assumed 
that his sons would. Thus 
when I was three he decided 
the time had come for me to 
learn to swim. It was at Sea 
Gate, a funny little private 
enclave at the end of Coney- 
Island with a guard at the 
gate to keep out the peasants. 
Since the guard had been a 
Navy shipmate of Dad's in 
the war we were admitted to 
the aristocratic turf without 


credentials. The sequence of 
events thereafter is burned 
into my memory: he took me 
out into the surf, grabbed my 
trunks in the 'back, and 
plunked me in. I promptly 
opened my mouth to howl 
and took in a lungful of salt 
water. He hauled me out, 
took me up to my mother, 
dumped me on the sand, and 
plunged into the water and, 
for all I know, swam to the 
Ambrose lightship. 


Learns to Swim, Sail 


I worked like a beaver to 


learn how to swim, but his 
attitude was always one of 
poorly concealed contempt, 
particulary since my brother 
took to the water like a duck. 
Eventually I became a re- 
spectable swimmer, though 
to this day if I accidentally 
swallow a mouthful of salt 
water, I get panic symptoms. 
I also learned to sail — not

Dear Dr. Thosteson: How 


does one get rid of crab lice? I 
discovered quite by accident 
hat I had them. Where are 
they picked up? I have not had 
sexual relations so my only 
thought would be a public 
restroom, although I have al- 
ways been very careful when 
using such restrooms. I always 
lave been particular about 
keeping myself clean, also — 
Miss R. 


I hadn't intended to keep 
larping on the topic of crab lice 
[and other types of lice) but 
letters keep coming in, asking 
about them. A few years ago 
hardly anybody asked. Now a 
lot do. 


The fact is that crab lice are 


very much more prevalent now. 
Many times more. The differ- 
ence between a crab louse and 
any other kind of body louse is 
that it prefers to inhabit the 
human genital region. It can 
migrate to other parts of the 
body, though. 


Anyway, crab lice are often 


transmitted in sexual inter- 
course, but that isn't the only 
way. The bugs can get into the 
teams of clothing, and the 
casual lending and borrowing of 
clothes can spread the pests. 
They also can hide in small 
creases of bed linens, or in 
blankets, or such. There are, in 
a word, plenty of ways for the 
pests to move from one person 
to another. I doubt that public 
restrooms are a very important 
element in the problem 


As for getting rid of crabs, 


just ridding yourself of the 
creatures isn't too much of a 
problem. But here's the catch: 
They lay eggs, which are 
attached to hair shafts by a 
very sticky, strong adhesive, 
and it is extremely difficult to 
get rid of all the eggs. So 
presently a new batch hatches.

ter superintendent, said this 
week that the new program 
would deal wtfh the whole 
person. 


Before, he said, the com- 


munity and the family, as 
well as occupational thera- 
pists a n d social workers, 
olayed no really large parts in 
the treatment of alcoholics. 
They will now — and ap- 
proach the individual from 
their respective angles. 


The patients were getting 


good treatment in the old 
arrangement, he emphasized, 
but the staff was available on 
a limited basis. 


Now, besides staff, a closer 


working relationship is being 
arranged with local hospitals, 
law 
enforcement personnel 


and the courts, social service 
agencies, educational institu- 
tions and industry to aid in 
the A-unit in-patient alcohol- 
ism treatment program. 


More Accessible 


Community-based agencies 


or 
traditional 
care 
givers 


can't be overlooked in dealing 
with alcoholics, A-unit staff 
members agree. 


"Now 
we'll be more avail- 


able, more a c c e s s i b l e , " 
Speener said. 


More available, more ac- 


cessible, however, after all 
o t h e r community-based al- 
ternatives are exhausted. The 
A-unit is the last step in the 
treatment cycle. 


"The individual who comes 


to us has not been successful 
in other treatment areas," 
said Earl Lorenz, coordinator 
of the new program. 


"A last-ditch attempt to 


rehabilitate," Speener called 
the p!an. 


But state law makes admis- 


sion difficult. Every inebriate, 
even those voluntarily seeking 
treatment, m u s t be com- 
mitted, t h e superintendent 
said, paraphrasing what he 
called that "strange law." 


"There has to be a commit- 


tal," he said. "We can't take 
anyore without it."

that necessitates a 


court hearing and bringing the 
matter before the public — 
the point at which alcoholics 
often draw the line. They 
don't want others to know — 
through the courts — of their 
affliction 
or they see the 


judicial procedure as a dis- 
couragingly complex tangle of 
red tape — too much to wade 
through to obtain the treat- 
ment they need — and their 
plans for rehabilitation are 
quickly cast aside. 


But once that court order 


for committal has been hand- 
ed down, admission moves 
more smoothly. 


An A-unit intake worker, 


Mrs. 
Marie Loveall, will aid 


in preadmission court work 
and provide the initial contact 
between prospective patient 
and health center. 


Current medical records, a 


medical history, recent chest 
X ray and initial social his- 
tory must accompany persons 
upon admission. 


The new program is not a 


bed of roses. 


Not Too Comfortable 


In the old alcoholic rehabili- 


tation 
unit 
at 
the 
health 


center, some people actually 
were becoming too comfort- 
able, S p e e n e r said. They 
looked on the center as a 
boarding house. 


That has changed. The A- 


unit contract, which each pa- 
tient signs, indicates that in 
the first paragraph: 


"You are here because you 


want to stop using alcohol. 
This is not a place to dry out. 
You are not here to have a 
vacation." 


It continues: "Entering the 


unit means that all your 
behavior and values will be 
questioned and examined... 


"You will be very uncom- 


fortable here.. .You will be 
expected to struggle to tell 
the truth and near the truth, 
and you will discover that the 
truth is not always easy to 
find and is often not pleasing 
when you find it." 


For those reasons, group 


unity, support aftd protection 


are stressed. It is not a 
misery-loves-company type of 
thing, but a united-we-stand, 
divided-we-fall concept. 


Programs Explained 


During the first week, the 


various programs of the A- 
unit and those it utilizes in the 
rest of the health center are 
explained and short- and long- 
range goals are determined in 
discussions with staff mem- 
bers. 


But it's up to the individual 


to determine if he wants to be 
involved, Speener said, add- 
ing, "They 
have to want 


treatment." 


If they don't take to the 


plan, the alcoholics may be 
placed in some other program 
at the center to participate in 
other services they may need. 
"We don't reject or throw 
anyone out because he doesn't 
want to play," Speener added. 


The seven-week period was 


chosen because experience in 
the old setup showed that 
approximately 50 days was 
the minimum amount of time 
needed to accomplish planned 
objectives.

one and group psychotherapy,

Official Airline Guide Called Discriminatory to Commuters

A p r i v a t e transportation 


analyst Friday testified that the 
Official Airline Guide discrimin- 
ated against Wisconsin com- 
muter airline cities, such as 
Appleton, and he blamed the 
Civil Aeronautics Board (CAB), 
which he said he had final 
responsibility for the guide. 


Robert L. Banks, Washington, 


D.C., 
testifying for the State 


Division of Aeronautics, said at 
the CAB hearing in the Outa- 
nmie County courthouse that 


the guide, which lists airline 
routes, was confusing in direct- 
ing passengers and freight to 
cities with only commuter air- 
line service. 


Banks was the third state 


witness Friday in the fourth 
day of hearings to deter- 
mine action on a petition by 
Appleton-Outagamie County to 
sever Appleton from North Cen- 


tral's listed Oshkosh air route 
certification. Appleton wants .the 
hyphen and the word "Apple- 
ton" removed from North Cen- 
tral's certification Oshkosh- 
Appleton. 


Supports Contention 


Banks' testimony supports the 


Appleton-Outagamie contention 
that freight 
and passengers 


being sent to Appleton often end 
up in Oshkosh via North Cen- 
tral, instead of being flown to 
Appleton directly. 


Banks conceded 
in cross- 


examination that most pas- 
sengers don't use the airline 
guide but rather rely on flight 
or freight clerks to route them. 
But, he added, the guide also is 
confusing to the clerk who isn't 
personally familiar with the 
local situation, such as Air 
Wisconsin serving Appleton di- 
rectly. 


He was asked by the CAB 


operating rights bureau legal 


counsel if he was testifying that 
clerks would be confused by the 
guide. He responded: "You bet 
I am." 


The c o u n s e l , Alexander 


Argerakis, showed Banks an 
August 1972 guide showing the 
lone Appleton listing. Banks 
said that that was not the same 
guide as was in his testimony's 
exhibits. 


He was asked who was re- 


sponsible for placing informa- 
tion about an airline's flights in 
the guide, and he responded 
that he believed it was the 
CAB'S responsibility, because of 
the wide, accepted use of the 
guide by all airlines. 


The CAB has a public re- 


sponsibility to keep a close 
watch on such a widely and 
exclusively used guide, he testi- 
fied. 


Banks, who formerly was with 


the CAB, added: '1 think it has 
been unfortunately remiss." 


The operating rights bureau 


initially takes no side in the 
petition but seeks to determine 
if there are difficulties in the 
over-all travel picture, as may 
be exemplified in the current 
case. 


Banks said that also he had 


viewed some testimony that had 
been given earlier this week, in 
addition to other statements and 
concluded that there is confu- 
sion for cargo and passengers. 


He said part of this judgment 


was based on information he 
has received in his consultant 
capacity. He has done studies 
for the state of Wisconsin since 
1963 in a number of route and 
cargo cases. 


The CAB examiner, who over- 


ruled objections to parts of 
Banks' testimony, make the 
decision on the Appleton-Outa- 
gamie petition, after receiving a 
recommendation from the oper- 
ating rights bureau.

Costello, here to participate 


with t h e Bucks Basketball 
Camp, said that he thinks they 
could have taken it all if Oscar 
Robertson had been healthy. "I 
don't know for sure if we would 
have won it, but we sure would 
have had a better chance." 


And referring to Robertson, 


Costello said "He'll be back this 
year — sure. We just hope we 
can get by without injuries." 


'Tough Year' 


He said he's "really not 


much" for predictions, but the 
Bucks will probably have "a 
tough year — tougher than last 
year." Most NBA squads have 
improved their teams, through 
the draft and trades. The only 
new faces in Bucks training 


camp t h i s season will be 
rookies. "When you draft 16 or 
17, it's pretty hard to improve 
your ballclub." 


When the Bucks begin train- 


ing, around Sept. 15, Costello 
will have the club running more 
on offense than they did in 
previous years. He said that 
Kareem Abdul Jabbar likes run- 
ning, and the club has the 
speed. "If we don't utilize our 
speed, we're hurting ourselves. 
We're not going to be overpow- 
ering on the boards — we're 
going to have to run to make up 
for lack of size." 


About the squad's depleted
